VI. Berichte. 


a) Dijftrifts- Superintendent. 


Dear Bishop and Brother Ministers— 


The California German Conference is a missionary Con- 
ference. The men supplying our pulpits are missionaries as 
well as the men and women who go to foreign fields. If 
measured by the standard of numerical success attained, it 
takes as much heroism to be a German missionary in Amer- 
ica as it takes to go to a foreign country where multitudes 
are eager to accept the gospel message. When Bishop Fow- 
ler, thirty-one years ago, at the Chicago German Conference 
compared the German church in its relation to the English- 
speaking with a lighter to a ship, some of us did not feel 
kindly toward him; but our experience has proven the correct- 
ness of his statement. — 

In looking over the names of our ministers now in the 
effective relation, I was surprised to find only three who had 
been received from probation; all others have been trans- 
ferred from some other Conference. This does not mean that 
our Conference has not furnished its quota of ministers to 
our church at large. There is Dr. H. H. Meyer, head of our 
Sunday-school publications, whose venerable father, Rev. F. 
W. Meyer, is a retired minister and pioneer member of this 
Conference. Dr. William Guth, president of Goucher Col- 
lege, is the son of our esteemed Dr. George Guth, also a re- 
tired minister of this Conference. Dr. Henry F. Hilmer, dis- 
trict superintendent in the South India Conference, is also 
one of our boys. And there are others. So with our mem- 
bers. Our church membership in this Conference has never 
been very large. Yet if all who are now members and offi- 
cers in our English-speaking churches would suddenly with- 
draw to return to the church of their birth or adoption, it 
would be very keenly felt. Even where it seemed best to 
abandon certain fields during the past few years, our labor 
has not been in vain. The transfer of Palomar to the South- 
ern California Conference last year with a Sunday school of 
over 100 scholars and about fifty church members, with prop- 
erty and buildings free of debt, has caused no disturbance; 
to the contrary, it has proven to be the best for all concerned, 
and the work is progressing nicely. The remaining church 
members at Santa Cruz were given their church letter by the 
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pastor, C. Spaeth, and advised to join our English-speaking 
church, when we closed our work there, June 18, this year. 
Stockton very likely will be the next post to be abandoned, 
because our young people did not understand German well » 
enough to get much out of the sermon, and have gone to the 
English; the old members have joined the church triumph- 
ant. Emigration to these inland cities has practically come to 
a standstill, as far as German people are concerned. Founded 
seventy-one years ago, Stockton church is the cradle of Ger- 
man Methodism in the State of California, and the good ac- 
complished is on record in the memory of God. Our work 
is becoming increasingly difficult with each year, for reasons 
here briefly stated. The writer does not believe that we are 
called to be a separate Conference in the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church if we find ourselves obliged to use the English 
language exclusively in our church work. So we come face 
to face with the problem of merging, which is not an easy 
one to solve. The committee, appointed at our Conference 
last year, has deliberated on this question, and will bring in 
its report during this Conference session, making recommen- 
dations touching this point. ; 

Sister Charlotte Brauer, widow of the late Herman Brauer, 
of this Conference, was called to her heavenly home during 
the year. E. Klawiter, the pastor, will read the obituary 
at the memorial services. 


ACTIVE MINISTERS AND THEIR CONGREGATIONS 


Anaheim and Orange, F. Brinkmeyer, pastor. It was a 
hard year for this servant of God because of ill-health. His 
congregations have learned to love him and appreciate his 
sermons. His return is wished by all. 


Escondido, W. C. Schmutzler, pastor. He preaches in both 
languages, to the blessing of an appreciative audience. This 
is the youngest missionary charge in the Conference. Brother 
Schmutzler succeeded in the purchase of a house for a par- 
sonage that is new and modern. 


Fresno. This mission is now and will be for years to 
come a heavy drain on our funds, as it is being almost en- 
tirely supported by mission money. Yet we believe it to be 
an expenditure that will prove worth while in the win- 
ning of souls for the Kingdom. The youth life is being 
molded into new forms and ways of living. W. F. Eberhardt 
has made an indelible impression on the lives he has touched 
in his own church and in the community in which there are 
from six to eight thousand Germans from Russia. 
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Los Angeles, Bethel Church, Robert Blume, pastor. We 
regret most sincerely that our brother, one of the youngest 
men in the Conference, finds it necessary to resign his pulpit 
and go on a ranch in pursuit of his health, that being the 
advice of his doctors. Every brother minister, as_also the 
thousands of lay members, who have been blessed by his 
singing, will join in earnest prayer for his speedy recovery. 


Los Angeles, First Church. R. Zurbuchen closes his 
seventh year in this, our strongest church. A little more than 
a year ago he was a very sick man, and the possibility of 
doing full work was questioned by many. God has been with 
him in a very signal way physically and spiritually. Brother 
Zurbuchen has gathered a larger number of young people 
direct from Germany into his church than any other minister 
in German Methodism in the United States. He has be- 
friended them in every way. 


Los Angeles, Immanuel. R. W. Tautenhahn is serving 
his second term as pastor of this mission. There is no harder 
working man in this Conference. To most of us this parish 
would seem hopelessly discouraging, as the white population 
is moving out of the neighborhood and the colored people 
are coming in. Numerically he still holds the largest Sunday 
school in our Conference, even if he must gather the children 
with his own automobile. The “faith of our fathers” has not 
yet died out. . 


Los Angeles, South Hollywood. J. H. Durbahn has had 
two very strenuous years in this charge. It is not the congre- 
gation that draws so heavily on the physical and nervous 
energy of the pastor, for a more peace-loving people it would 
be hard to find anywhere. Being superintendent of the Pacific 
Old People’s Home at the same time will test the vitality 
of the strongest. He is supervising, directing, and supplying 
the wants of a household of over seventy persons, and per- 
forming other duties, too numerous to mention. Yet Brother 
Durbahn lives to tell the story. The board of directors kindly 
ask the bishop to return him for another year. 


Oakland, First Church. G. A. Waasa is the untiring pas- 
tor of this church. By unanimous vote of the Quarterly Con- 
ference he was asked to return. When the members of this 
church presented their pastor with an automobile, they knew 
what they were doing, for it is wearing itself out in the sery- 
ice of the Kingdom. I have seen the enlarged Sunday-school 
rooms crowded, and the attendance at the prayer meetings is 
among the best in the Conference. 


Oakland, Salem, E. Klawiter, pastor. With his good wife 
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he has done splendid work. The Sunday school and Epworth 
League are real factors in this congregation. His return is 
asked for. House and church have been thoroughly renovated 
and painted, and all being paid for. This is indeed remark- . 
able. 


Pasadena, F. W. Elger, pastor. The new pastor and his 
family were given a hearty welcome by young and old. His 
practical Bible readings have brought new life into this 
church. The church debt has been reduced $700 during the 
year. With the four flats rented, there will be a fine income 
to help in the support of the pastor and upkeep of the church, 
Every member of the Quarterly Conference voted for the re- 
turn of their pastor. 


San Diego. In this beautiful and promising harbor city 
we have an excellent church property, but a small congrega- 
tion. As at other places, our older members pass on to the 
better world, and their children do not take the same interest 
in the German church. Brother R. Rehkugel has things well 
in hand, and we are looking for larger results next year. A 
special collection was taken, which netted $700 for the build- 
ing and repair fund. 


San Francisco, St. John’s Church. Brother B. C. Voll has 
been the pastor of this church during the past six years. This 
is our largest congregation in the northern part of the State. 
A strong feeling for the need of English preaching showed it- 
self here, and the pastor was asked to preach in English every 
other Sunday morning. This arrangement has proven quite 
successful, inasmuch as the children can stay with their 
parents during the church services, and understand what the 
pastor is saying. At the same time it works a hardship on 
the older people and those who have recently come from Ger- 
many. ‘These are the problems with which we have to con- 
tend in nearly every congregation. Brother Voll has learned 
the art of holding the young people and interesting the old, 
being a very diligent student and an excellent preacher. In 
the last Quarterlv Conference these business men of high 
standing expressed their appreciation and respect for their 
pastor, and the entire congregation is happy to believe that 
Brother Voll is to return for another year. 


San Francisco, St. Paul’s Church. Brother William Ro- 
gatzky was sent to the St. Paul’s Church last Conference, 
coming from Pasadena, where he served for ten years. In 
my estimation our Page Street church is the most modern 
and best arranged church in the Conference. But the location 
is not favorable to our German work. There is a strong agi- 
tation underway for the merger of this church with St. John’s. 
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There have been a number of new members added to the con- 
gregation during the year, and Brother Rogatzky has certainly 
done the very best he could under the circumstances. 


San Jose. J. Schneider has had four happy years at this 
charge. The increase in the rental price of their income 
property will make the care of the pastor’s salary easier for 
the coming years. Brother Schneider is perfectly satisfied 
to return, and I know the people wish him to do so. 


Santa Rosa. It was hard for Brother and Sister F. H. Holl- 
mann to leave the bay region last year, where they have done 
such faithful work for so many years, and to be separated 
from their children and hundreds of friends. The whole- 
hearted welcome of the congregation, a fine home to live in, 
and a garden city with millions of roses, soon changed their 
hearts to thanksgiving and praise. God has blessed their 
labor. 


Stockton. Brother H. B. Lang has done faithful work 
during the past four years at Stockton. Several families have 
united with the church, but the labor conditions here have 
forced a number of families to seek a home at some other 
place. The appropriation of our Home Mission Board to 
this Conference has been severely cut, and thus we are forced 
to give up some of our mission fields in which we have labored 
for a long time. Brother Lang is in the happy position to 
have very able help in his own family, as his wife and children 
are always ready to do their best in church work. 


ORGANIZATIONS AND THEIR ACTIVITIES 


We are not wanting of organizations in our Conference. 
The machinery is complete. What we need most of all is the 
power jfrom on high. It is for this power that we plead, the 
power of the Pentecostal day. We constantly urge our peo- 
ple to study the Word. Some of our pastors have special 
Bible studies in connection with their prayer meetings; others 
make it a part of their Epworth League program or in the 
Junior League. 

The revival spirit has not died out in our Conference. In 
every congregation special efforts were made to lead young 
and old to the blessed experience of regeneration and sanctifi- 
cation. No evolution or modernism is preached from our pul- 
pits. A very blessed campmeeting was held from July 13-18 
on the grounds of the Pacific Old People’s Home. Bishop 
Burns preached the first sermon, in which he sounded the 
keynote of the entire campmeeting, “Prayer and Faith.” We 
are happy to say, “We received showers of blessings.” The 
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attendance was very good, and quite a number came forward 
to consecrate their lives to the service of the Master. 

God has blessed the work of our Woman’s Foreign and 
Home Missionary Societies. They have banded together 
young and old into organizations under different names in 
which every member contributes to the cause for which they 
are so earnestly working. Their success is remarkable in the 
gain of money as well as increase in membership. This has 
been their banner year. The annual district meeting of The 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society in the north was held 
in St. Paul’s Church, San Francisco; and the one in the south 
was held in First Church, Los Angeles. One of the special 
causes for thanksgiving to God is the fact that a daughter of 
one of the members of the South Hollywood Auxiliary, Miss 
Gertrude Beesemeyer, has answered the call to go to India, 
and sailed from San Francisco, November 13, 1926. The 
Southern District of the California German Conference has as- 
sumed the support of this new missionary. 

A united District Conference was held at First Church, 
Los Angeles, April 27 to May 1. Important business matters 
regarding the further welfare of our Conference were dis- 
cussed, and action was taken that will be of vital importance 
to every member of the Conference. 


PERSONAL GRATITUDE 


i am very grateful to every one of my brother ministers, 
as well as to the lay members of this Conference, for the 
perfect harmony and Christian fellowship. I have enjoyed 
the kindest. hospitality of every parsonage. 

And I thank my brother ministers and the laity of the 
church for their kindness, patience, and forbearance with me. 
Let us continue in prayer for one another. God has blessed 
me with the best of health, protected me from all harm on 
my more than 25,000 miles of travel during the past year. 
He has given me real joy in the preaching of the gospel.

Superintendent’s Report. 


In presenting my report of the work attempted and ac- 
complished during the past Conference year, I am conscious 
of my indebtedness to Almighty God for His everlasting care 
and sustaining grace; to the board of directors for their un- 
failing co-operation ; and to all members of our working staff, 
especially to the matron, Miss Dina Ramser, and to our head 
nurse, Miss Barbara Hessel, as well as to the life members 
and sojourners who, by their prayers and unfailing sympathy, 
have made our success possible. It has been a year of stren- 
uous toil and prayerful waiting on God for guidance and 
sustaining power. We try to give a few facts and figures; 
but who shali record the prayers, sacrifices, and service, heart- 
aches and soul conflicts of the administration in facing prob- 
lems peculiar to aged people? It is hard to realize, that 
though we have a family of about seventy aged people and 
an administration staff of ten, a cheerful and happy atmos- 
phere prevails nearly all the time. 

The regular monthly meetings of the board have been 
held with the usual attendance, and the greatest harmony 
prevailed at all times. Miss Dina Ramser, who succeeded 
Mrs. Mathilda Heilman, and Miss Barbara Hessel, head nurse, 
who has been with us for years, proved themselves so com- 
petent and faithful that we feel we owe them a vote of thanks. 
Surely no one could do more to keep our large family com- 
fortable and contented, and the love and gratitude the old 
people have for them is very gratifying to the superintendent 
and the board, as well as to these ladies. 
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Seven applicants were admitted by the Home, with an 
admittance fee of $21,850, besides $2,000 for the “Annuity 
Fund for Retired Ministers” of our Conference. Two of our 
life members were called upon to answer the final summons. 
One found the atmosphere in our midst uncongenial, and left 
in accordance of his own free choice. A careful study of the 
treasurer’s and superintendent’s reports will show that the 
finances of our Home are in a satisfactory condition. Our 
investments appear to be sound and safe. I surmise the Home 
will show a net increase of $10,000 over the assets of a year 
ago. This is very gratifying. We owe this good financial 
standing to the business sagacity and watchful care of the 
members on the Finance Committee of our board, and also 
to the careful management of our treasurer, P. Bendixen. We 
are looking into the future, and our endeavor is to secure an 
endowment for our Home sufficiently large to keep the Home 
going—and in years to come to help “The Ministers’ and 
Dependents’ Pension and Relief Association.” We are on 
the high road to self-support. 

The summer season has disclosed more than the usual 
amount of worn furniture and of much required renovations. 
The steadily increasing need for repairs and necessary re- 
placing of furniture, etc., is a natural consequence of perma- 
nent usage. Each resident’s room is her or his limited ter- 
ritory—and over that one and only carpet she or he takes all 
her or his steps—and hence the life of our carpets is not 
unreasonably short. 

Considering the general unrest among servants, we have 
been successful in keeping the domestic machinery in motion 
with less friction than would seem possible. But this achieve- 
ment has been at the expense of much anxiety on the part of 
the matron and superintendent, and it required infinite pa- 
tience and tactfulness, together with personal efforts. 

We have several mental cases besides a number of very 
sick members in our Home. Our hospital accommodation is 
greatly taxed. We sincerely hope that in the near future 
some adequate plan may be found to make the situation more 
comfortable for all. 

A number of interesting and enjoyable entertainments 
have been given in the Home, which have brightened the 
rather monotonous life hére. On Thanksgiving, the usual 
bountiful turkey dinner was served. The Christmas celebra- 
tion was again arranged by the superintendent and his staff. 
Speeches were held, and Christmas carols were sung by Dr. 
Edwin Kreck and his family. The tree added its usual share 
to the Christmas spirit. Gifts were distributed in the dining 
room, which was beautifully decorated with Christmas colors 
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and wreaths. At each guest’s plate there was placed a little 
Christmas token, which was enjoyed by all. 

The annual picnic at Echo Park was also a very enjoy- 

able day, long to be remembered. The Home folks are very 
grateful to the many friends who had a part in making those 
events so pleasant. We gratefully acknowledge our indebted- 
ness to the numerous clergymen and laymen who have as- 
sisted me in the Sunday services and weekly prayer meet- 
ings—also to those who frequently have sent flowers—and 
to all other friends of the Home who have in any way con- 
tributed to the comfort and happiness of the household. 
_ We are convinced more than ever that our Pacific Old 
People’s Home has a glorious work to do. Let us labor dili- 
gently, faithfully, and humbly. And may He who worketh 
in us both to will and to do, crown our feeble endeavors with 
abundant and abiding blessing! 


Annual Meeting of the Pacific Old People’s Home. 


Held in Bethel Church, Los Angeles, October 5, 1926. 
Director J. H. Huber presided. Prayer offered by Rev. B. C. 
Voll. The Minutes of the last annual meeting were read and 
approved.

The report of the superintendent, J. H. Durbahn, and also 
his financial report, were read and adopted. A vote of thanks 
was given the superintendent.

On recommendation of the board of directors, P. Bendixen ° 
was reelected director for a term of three years. 

In accordance with the resolution of last year to increase 
our board of directors from five to seven, E. C. Jannusch, 
district superintendent, and E. Knapp, of Burbank, were 
elected. 

A recommendation by the board of directors, requesting 
the reappointment of J. H. Durbahn as superintendent of 
our Home, was approved.

Report of the Committee of Thirteen, 


elected at our last Annual Conference to consider the pres- 
ent status and future of our German work in California. 
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On motion of J. H. Durbahn, the following resolution 
offered by the above committee was unanimously adopted:

—and their alternates—to plan in detail all the necessary 
steps leading to a possible merger of the California German 
Conference with the Southern California Conference, and to 
report their findings and plan to our Committee of Thirteen, 
and also present the same to the next session of our Annual 
Conference for further consideration. 

“We also respectfully request that a similar commission 
from the Southern California Conference meet and confer 
with the above indicated commission from the California Ger- 
man Conference, and hereby petition the bishop of our area, 
Bishop Charles Wesley Burns, to preside over the joint ses- 
sions of these commissions.” 

The bishop appointed J. H. Durbahn, W. C. Schmutzler, 
and H. D. Kamp as members of this commission.

Resolved, That all of the property of every kind and de- 
scription belonging to the said “Pacific Old People’s Home 
of the German Methodist Episcopal Church” be sold and 
transferred to the said corporation, “The Ministers’ and De- 
pendents’ Pension and Relief Association”; that the officers

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and trustees of said corporation take such legal action as may 
be necessary for the proper and legal transfer of all of the 
property of every kind and description belonging to said “Pa- 
cific Old People’s Home of the German Methodist Episcopal 
Church,” a corporation. 


Said above “Resolution” was distinctly read and unani- 
mously passed and approved by the vote of all of the mem- 
bers of said corporation at a special meeting called for the 
purpose of considering the same.

Whereas, “The Pacific Old People’s Home of the Ger- 
man Methodist Episcopal Church” is a charitable organiza- 
tion, organized for the purpose of maiytaining a home for 
the aged and indigent people, and located and situated in 
the city of Los Angeles, County of Los Angeles, State of 
California; and 

Whereas, A corporation, known as “The Ministers’ and 
Dependents’ Pension and Relief Association,” has been formed 
under the laws of the State of California by the members of 
said “Pacific Old People’s Home of the German Methodist 
Episcopal Church,” who are members of the “California Ger- 
man Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church” ; 
and 

Whereas, The membership of both corporations are iden- 
tically the same; and 

Whereas, “The Pacific Old People’s Home of the German 
Methodist Episcopal Church” has been under the direction 
and control of the “California German Annual Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church.” 


Now, therefore, for the reason that both of said corpora- 
tions have been organized practically for the same purpose, 
to-wit: For the purpose of caring for the aged and dependent 
members of said “German Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church”; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That it is for the best interests of all of the 
members of the “California German Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church” that all of the property of the 
said “Pacific Old People’s Home of the German Methodist 
Episcopal Church” be sold, conveyed, and assigned to “The 
Ministers’ and Dependents’ Pension and Relief Association,” 
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including all the real estate of every kind and description, and 
all of the personal property, notes, mortgages, securities, 
and other property owned by said “Pacific Old People’s Home 
of the German Methodist Episcopal Church.” 


That a committee, which has been appointed by the mem- 
bers of the “California German Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church,” has made a careful investiga- 
tion in regard to the properties belonging to the “Pacific Old 
People’s Home of the German Methodist Episcopal Church,” 
and have entered into negotiations with the board of direc- 
tors of the “Pacific Old People’s Home of the German Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church” for the purpose of consummating a 
transfer of all the property belonging to said corporation; and 

Whereas, Said committee, as appointed, has unanimously 
reported in favor of said transfer; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the “California German Annual Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church,’ convened at Los 
Angeles, California, on the 6th day of October, 1926, do hereby 
unanimously adopt the report of said committee, and favor 
and sanction the said transfer of all of the property belong- 
ing to the “Pacific Old People’s Home of the German Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church” to the said corporation known as 
“The Ministers’ and Dependents’ Pension and Relief Asso- 
ciation.” 


Be it further 

Resolved, That the committee so appointed, to-wit: J. H. 
Durbahn, E. C. Jannusch, and H. D. Kamp, is hereby author- 
ized, empowered, and instructed to take such action in the 
courts, or otherwise to legally transfer said property, with 
full power and authority to act for, and in behalf of “The 
California German Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church.” 


That the said committee, above named, in conjunction with 
the trustees and officers of the “Pacific Old People’s Home 
of the German. Methodist Episcopal Church,” is hereby 
authorized, empowered, and directed by said Conference to 
execute the legal documents which may be necessary, or con- 
sidered necessary, for the purpose of making such transfer. 

The above “Resolution” having been distinctly read in 
said Conference of the “German Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church,” was unanimously adopted by 
all the members of said Conference.

b) RULES OF ORDER. 


1. The Conference shall open at 9 A. M. and adjourn at 
11.45 A. M., the devotional service to be under the direction 
of the presiding Bishop. 

2. All motions shall be reduced to writing if the President 
or any member of the Conference requests it. All reports 
shall be handed to the Secretary immediately after their 
adoption. 

3. The Statistician shall be required to hand a copy of 
the approved statistics to the Conference Secretary within 
two weeks after the adjournment of the Conference. 

4. No member shall be permitted to vote unless. he is 
within the bar of the Conference. 

5. The Auditor, or persons appointed by him, shall audit 
all Conference accounts and accounts of organizations and 
institutions that are or may come under the control of the 
Conference. 

6. The missionary appropriations are to be made strictly 
according to the Disciplinary requirements. 

7. The Secretary shall be the official editor and publisher 
of the Conference Minutes, and is authorized to make pro- 
vision by assessment or otherwise to meet all secretarial ex- 
pense incident to the publication and distribution of the Con- 
ference Minutes. 

8. The Conference Minutes, after being adopted by the 
Conference, shall be considered the official Journal of the 
Conference. 

9. No member of the Conference shall be permitted to 
absent himself from the business of the Conference and of 
the meetings of the Standing Committees. In all cases where 
absence is unavoidable, the Conference shall pass judgment 
whether such member shall be excused or not. 
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10. The Standing Committees appointed by the District 
Superintendent at the session of each Conference shall be 
the committees for the ensuing year. 

11. The percentage for Conference traveling expenses 
levied on each congregation shall be paid to the Conference 
Treasurer. 

12. All Conference reports shall be written with pen and 
ink, and no report shall be accepted by the Secretary unless 
signed at least by the president and secretary of the com- 
mittee. \ 

13. The Conference shall consider in executive session all 
personal matters regarding the character of its members, or 
the character of any who are proposed for membership. 

14. On all matters not herein specified, the proceedings 
of the Conference shall be governed by the rules of the 
General Conference. 

15. These shall be the standing rules of the Conference; 
they may be suspended at any time by two thirds of those 
present and voting; they may be amended on the first day 
of each annual session by a majority vote; at any other time 
it shall require a two-thirds vote to alter or amend the same.

A. Vaupel—and, since we are about to merge with the California and 
Southern California Annual Conferences, the latter amount was trans- 
ferred into the Conference Endowment Fund of the Southern California 
Annual Conference. Also an Annuity from Janet Cleland of $500.00 was 
received; and $2,500.00 stocks of the Vitrified Product Corporation from 
Anna E. Anderson. In addition to the foregoing the cause has been re- 
membered in some Wills through my personal interviews. The Treas- 
urer’s Report shows an investment of $83,000.00, all in good mortgages 
and notes, a sure income that will increase each year.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


The “Pacific Old People’s Home” having been in active operation 
for a period of seventeen years, the officials of the Home prepared a more 
comprehensive report for the information of the general public, and 
especially for the membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church on the 
Pacific Coast. Also a financial statement of the Institution is presented 
annually. First, that they may have a visual concept of what has been 
accomplished in location and buildings and a summary of the Home life 
of the guests, now spending their days in domestic tranquillity. ’Iwere 
hard to find another seventy Aged Folks in greater comfort and good 
cheer — waiting till the shadows are a little longer grown! After years 
‘of arduous toil and sacrifices many were left homeless and dependent. 
Others through loss of children or companion. In their old Age they 
were desirous of the care and protection of a real Christian Home — 
such as the “Pacific Old People’s Home” can and does supply. These 
Life Members are not a financial liability, some only partially so — while 
most of them are and will be an asset. The combined ages of the 34 
life members besides 36 sojourners now living totals 2,483 years — this 
makes the average about 73 years. These servants of God have been 
members of the church for many years. How much they accomplished 
for God in these years only Eternity will tell! Even now, in the evening 
of life, those who are able attend divine services regularly, as Sunday 
School, Preaching Class and Prayer meetings. Each morning at our 
devotion, and especially on midweek prayer meeting, if you could hear 
the prayers of these fathers and mothers! The Home stands welcoming 
those good people who need its care and protection and it is a blessing 
to those who give for its support. Our Home has standardized under the 
requirements of the Board of Hospitals and Homes as to management, 
food, cleanliness, health, attention, including beds for sick and invalids 
with physician’s care and enjoyable social conditions. A visiting Commit- 
tee, such as is sent to our Educational Institutions by the Conference, 
we believe, would be stimulating to the Homes and information to the 
Conference. 

The year past has been one of progress. A new Garland Kitchen ~ 
Range has been installed. The Main Building and one of the Annexes 
has been painted and many rooms renovated. An addition to the Main 
Building and a beautiful arbor was built. The whole property is in very 
good condition. The general health of our people has been exceptionally 
good the past year. We have several chronic cases who have needed the 
constant care of our nurses. I here desire to mention that our nurses’ 
staff for the year has been very efficient. We have had only two deaths 
during the year. This is a very low death rate taking into consideration 
our number and their ages. 

This year there have been held eleven regular meetings, and one 
special meeting of the Board of Dirctors. We pause to emphasize our 
appreciation of the unstinted and effective service of our Board of Di- 
rectors and thus publicly give them our thanks. This is their only 
gratuity for much time and care —and we acknowledge all that our good 
friends and Coworkers Have meant to us! We are indeed very sorry to 
chronicle the mishap to our beloved Treasurer, Dr. P. Bendixen, in break- 
ing his hipbone, preventing him from attending our Board Meetings for 
months; but one who visited him at his home found him always eager 
for every item of the Home life and the hope that he might again take 
up his beloved work. 

Five applicants were admitted by the Home as Life Members with 
an admittance fee of $15,000.00, besides $1,000.00 for the annuity fund for 
retired Ministers of our Conference. The Board of Directors has pro- 
ceeded wisely in all matters pertaining to the material, spiritual and 
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social progress of the Institution. The Administration work of the Home 
has received most careful attention, and the annual report shows a very 
gratifying increase and growth. 


We also wish to acknowledge our deep appreciation to the Matron, 
Miss Ramser, and our Head Nurse, Miss Hessel, and their assistants 
for their loyal and untiring services. 


Let us press forward in the work of the Home! , For here are dear 
aged people, infirm —and often friendless. They need all the comfort 
or solace you can bring. A busy, burdened Superintendent and Board 
of Directors would welcome your alliance and share with you their joy 
in spending and being spent. We can say to the Church whose repre- 
sentatives we are: “ We have dealt righteously with our household and 
withheld no needful thing’’— and we bring you no debts or deficiencies. 
Thank God with us, for these are they for whose welfare we are pledged 
to care!

1. Resolved: That the Ministers’ and Dependents’ Pension and 
Relief Association be authorized, and they are hereby directed to convey 
and transfer all Moneys, Bonds and Mortgages, also all property, real, 
personal and mixed, held by the Trustee Board of said Corporation to the 
Southern Annual Conference, their legal successors, as caused by the 
Merger of the California German Annual Conference and the Southern 
California Annual Conference. 


2. Resolved: That our various Church Corporations and Church 

Organizations be authorized to change the name of the Corporation, 
’ Organization or Congregation as the case may be, to conform to the new 
name of the Conferences, created by the Merger of the California German 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church with the Southern 
California and the California Conferences with which they may have 
become merged. 


3. Resolved: That these resolutions become a part of our minutes 
for the benefit of all who may heed them. 


Resolved: That a sum not to exceed One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) 
is to be deposited to the credit of the Treasurer of the Ministers’ and 
Dependents’ Pension and Relief Association, this amount to be used to 
pay all just and due bills and expenses incurred by the Merger Commission 
in the transfer of Property and changing the names of local Church Cor- 
porations, Organizations and Congregations. 

Resolved: That the Merger Commission be continued and is hereby 
empowered to transact all unfinished business, not covered by the special 
Boards and Committees but necessary for the consummation of the 
Merger and the winding up of all business, and is also empowered to 
fill any vacancy. < 

Resolved: 1. That we urgently request all of our Church Corpora- 
tions, Organizations, or Congregations to see to it that all titles shall be 
vested strictly in a Local Trustee Board of our various Churches in 
harmony with the Discipline of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

Resolved: 2. That the officers of the Conference Trustee Board of 


the California German Annual Conference be authorized to sign all 
legal documents.
